Described on page 22, line 23 - page 24, line 19 using the Figure 9 
sub-species; 

III. Described on page 22, line 23 - page 24, line 19 using the Figure 
10 sub-species; 

IV. Described on page 24, line 20 - page 26, line 9; 

V. Described on page 26, line 10 - page 30 line 1 ; and 

VI. An in-determinant number of un-illustrated species (modifications of 
the above species) described on page 30, line 2 - page 32, line 23. 

Applicants, without traverse, respectfully request the Examiner to proceed with 
Species I principally illustrated in Figures 1-8. Applicant believes that Claims 1, 2 and 4 
read on the elected species and that at least Claims 1 and 4 are generic. Applicants 
request that the non-elected Claims be held in abeyance for possible rejoinder and/or 
further prosecution in future divisional and/or continuation applications.
